TORONTO TOPICS. 

An Injured Wife Vet a Woman— A Bigamist's 
Plra— Editor .Stead's Lecture— Patrons 
of Industry Programme. 

TORONTO, Nov. 15.— At tho Assizes John 
Frenoli was charged with folonioualy 
wounding his wife. A feature of tho ease 
wus that under tho new code both tho pris- 
oner and hia wifo were allowed to testify. 
The woman swore moat positively her hus- 
band waa innocent and that tho evidence 
given by her against him previously wus 
false. The jury returned a verdict of "Not 
guilty." 

In the Polico Court, Norman Calder wbb 
found guilty of bigamy and sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 
Calder gave it as his reason for marrying a 
second tinio that he had lived unhappily 
with his fust wife. 

W. T. Stead, the celebrated English jour- 
nalist, is here from Chicago, and will remain 
until tho end of the week. He lectured to 
a largo audience in the Metropolitan Metho- 
dist church last night on Social Reform. 

Oliver Coat & Co., a prominent auction 
and real estate brokerage firm of six years' 
standing, has assigned. 

The executive board of tho PatronB of 
Industry is in session here. According to 
members, the Board of Patrons have deter- 
mined to make themselves felt in the coming 
general elections, it being their intention to 
nominate candidates for every constituency 
for both the Ontario and Dominion houses 

Attentionof EditorStead, whoarrived here 
yesterday, was called to the fact that Ontario 
is to vote on the question of total prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of liquor in a 
few weeks. Mr. Stead said ho did not 
think the traffic could bo stopped. Ho was 
sure it could not he stopped in Chicago. He 
did not consider moderate drinking a sin ; 
but drink wns a frightfully dangerous 
thing, and his idea was that the distribution 
of liquor should be in the hands of churches, 
then a man would not be allowed to drink 
excessively. A good deal of preaching for 
total prohibition had been done in England 
without any result. 

ON A MERE THREAD. 

Narrow Ksenpe of the Quebec Legislative 
Council Being Abolished. 

Quebec, Nov. 15 —(Special).— Almost all 
of yesterday's sitting of the Quebec legisla- 
ture was occupied on tho motion of Cook 
(Ministerial): "That in tho opinion of 
this House the reasons for an upper cham- 
ber of the Legislative Council no longer 
exist , and thut t ho same should bo abol- 
ished." Party lines were entirely obliter- 
ated in the vote, and the House decided in 
favor of tint maintenance of tho council by a 
majority of six. 



KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

Grand Master Powderly Reports the Order 
to Be In a Prosperous 
Condition. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 15. — Tho gcnoral 
assembly of tho Knights of Labor opened 
yesterday. Tho afternoon session was de- 
voted to hearing tho report of General 
Musler Workman Powderly. Ho Baid ho 
wnB in possession of statistics which show 
the order to be prosperous. He denied that 
the Knights of Libor are conspiring with 
the lieuds of tho Catholic church to bring 
about changes in tho national government. 
Ho characterized the stato National Guard 
as a standing army, and said that as such it 
was a drain upon tho workingmen and a 
friend to the capitalist in times of trouble 
The report, favors trinity of money, gold, 
silver and paper, favoring silver coinage in 
a ratio of Hi to 1. 

In an interview yesterday morning Pow- 
derly denied tho published Btory that this 
would be the last convention of tho order, 
and that be and aome other members of the 
executive committee wero in a conspiracy to 
disrupt it in order to get possession of its 
property, valued at §100,000. He, how- 
ever, said that there would certainly bo a 
motion to adjourn without dulo for a future 
meeting, and that the American Federation 
of Labor and other orders would tuke simi- 
lar act ion, The leaders of theao organiza- 
tions would then confer and ugreo on a com- 
mon dsy and place for a meeting of all these 
orders, each to moot indiviiluully and remain 



independent, but, their aim boiug Identical, 
they could confer and agree on many points 
as to which thoy are now at variance. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 15 —Several hun- 
dred delegates wero presont this morning 
when General Master Workman Powderly 
called tho annual ussombly of tho Knights 
of Labor to order. Tho meeting is what is 
known as a constitutional convention, no 
olectiou of officers being hold this year. The 
principal feature of tho programme, and one 
which has beon tho aubjeot of discussion in 
labor circles for some weeks, is tho project 
to amalgamate all the labor organizations of 
tho country into one body. Tho ideu has 
not met with much favor, und there is little 
prospect that it can bo carried out. 



BIG HOUSE IN TROUBLE. 

Tito Great Grocery Finn of Thurber, Why- 
laud & Co. In Difficulties Owing 
to Business Depression. 

New York, Nov. 15.— F. B. Thurber, of 
Thurber, Whyland & Co., wholesale grocers, 
said yesterday a reorganization of the com- 
pany was now under way and the necessary 
capital, about $500,000, to bring about this 
result had been promised. It was ascer- 
tained the negotiations looking to tho re- 
organization had been on foot for some time, 
especially since tho business depression bo- 
gan to be felt by all the great merchants of 
New York city und elsewhere. The old 
firm of Thurber, Why land & Co., was 
changed into a corporation bearing the 
present title early in 1891. It was capital- 
ized at §2,500,000, of which $1,500,000 waa 
preforred and §1,000,000 common stock. 
After the general fashion tho incorporation 
took place under tho laws of Now Jersey. 

New York, Nov. 15.— Judge Andrews, 
in the Supremo court yesterday, appointed 
Andrew Kirkpatrick and Thomas Reid re- 
ceivers for tho Thurber- Whylund Company. 
Francis D. Thurber, president of tho com- 
pany, in the application for receivers, sayB 
the debts aggregate $800,000, of which 
$500,000 is commercial paper. Ho says the 
company does a business of $125,000 a week. 
It conducts u domestic and importing whole- 
sale grocory business, The company was in 
trouble during last season's panic, but pulled 
through with tho aid of city bunks. 

Francis 1). Thurber has made an assign- 
ment without preferences. Ho says : "All 
tho creditors can bo paid in full, but the 
business cannot bo profitably continued 
without additional capital, which has been 
offered with the understanding that this 
company bo reorganized. Tho liabilities 
amount to $800,000. Tho assets, if caro- 
fully managed, will yield $2,000,000. It is 
said that Haas, a retired groceryman of San 
Francisco, haB offered to put in §500,000 ad- 
ditional capital. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Interesting Particulars as to This Important 
and Magnificent Enterprise. 

Washington City, Nov. 1-J. — Hiram 
IliinVicock, president of the Maritime Canal 
Company, of Nicaragua, has submitted to 
tho Secretary of the Interior tho annual re- 
port of tho company, which was not due 
until December 1, but aont it at the request 
of the secretary, who desired to uso the duta 
in his annual report. President Hitch- 
cock Bays, that since tho appointment 
of a receiver for tho Canal Construc- 
tion Company, little work has been 
done. The Becretary is referred to the last 
report as to the present condition of work. 
Since the organizition (1,085,841 bus been 
paid into the Treasury, all for stock Bub- 
scribed for at par except $-18,871, which 
came from other sources. There was paid 
out for construction und administration ex- 
penses 5830,788 cash and 31.990 shares of 
stock, the par valuo of which was $3,19!),- 
000. Tho company is obligated for $6,355,- 
000 of its first mortgage bonds und has is- 
sued 180,000 flharcs of stock of tho par 
vuluo of $18,000,000 in payment for conces- 
sionary rights, privileges, franchises and 
other property. 

THE " IDAHO" RAISED. 

Sold by Auction us She buy, She was a Great 
Bargain to Her Purchaser. 

Spokane, Nov. 15. — News has reached 
re that tho steamer State of Idaho, which 
waa sunk on Kootenay lake ou Friday, wus 
raised on Sunday and towed to Kaslo. The 
Idaho went on tho rocks half a milo from 
Ainsworth at 7 u.m, A line was thrown out 
to hold her bow above water and soundings 
taken immediately showed seventy-five feet 
of water under licr rudder. Tho steamer 
Ainsworth took off" her passengers and crew. 
Tho position of the Idaho was perilous, and 
the slightest squall would have made her a 
total loss. In this emergency, Captain 
Shaw, wlu was at tho helm when the acci- 
dent happened, offered tho vessel tor sale at 
auction. Sho wus bought by a Mr. Alexan- 
der, of Kaslo, for $.'i50, although she cost 
§30,000' Scows wero placed alongside and 
tho steamer wus raised with little difficulty. 
The circumstances will be thoroughly inves- 
tigated by the British courts. Tho owners 
of the vessel will probably question tho 
validity of the sale. 



MORE HOURS IN BARCELONA. 

Attempt Jlade to Injure tlio Troops on the 
Way to Mfllllla. 

Barcelona, Nov. 15. — By the explosion 
of u bomb, which occurred in tho town of 
Villa Neuva last night, tlio gates of the 
barracka of tho civic guard were blown off. 
The explosion caused great excitement, the 
walls of many buildings being cracked, 
doors blown off, and windows smashed 
Last evening while troops were marching 
through the Plaza Real, en route to Melilla, 
a dynamite bomb with a burning fuse at- 
tached was discovered an the balcony of an 
unfinished building. The polico believe it 
to be tho work of anarchists, und that some 
one in tho crowd throw the bomb on tho 
balcony. 



EAST WELLINGTON MINES. 

Miners Informed That the Colliery Will Be 
Permanently (Hosed. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 15.— (Special.) — Tho East 
Wellington miners were this afternoon in- 
formed that tho mincB would bo closed per- 
manently.

SANDBAGGED AND HOBBED. 



The Treasurer of the Indiana, Illinois 
and Iowa Railway Beaten 
Insensible. 



Twenly Thousand Hollars Made Away 
With by Two Unknown 
Miscreants. 



CuiOAOO, Nov. 15.— John A. Drake, 
treasurer of the Indiana, Illinois and Iowa 
Railroad company, waa sandbagged and 
robbed of $20,000 in tho office of tho com- 
pany on tho ninth floor of tho Rookery 
building, at 7 o'clock to-day. Mr. Drake 
had tho money in a little hand satchel and 
was preparing to go out on the road to pay 
the employes. He had first placed tho caah 
in a vuliso and was about to leave tho ollico 
when two men stolo up behind him and 
felled bim to the floor by several hard 
blows on tho head. Tho treasurer whs 
knocked nearly insensible, and ere ho 
could move a finger in his defence the 
thieves tore tho satchel from his hand and 
rushed out of the ollico slamming the door 
as they went. They rode down in an elo- 
vator, very unconcernedly and made their 
escape. Mr. Drake notified the Central 
station us soon as possible, and by eight 
o'clock every detective that Inspector Shea 
could sparo was put to work ou the caBe. 
It was the most daring sensational robbery 
that has occurred in many years. Happen- 
ing as it did in one of the bust known ollico 
buildings in the city, right in tho very heart 
of the business district, the crimo caused 
the greatest excitement. Tho early hour 
selected by the thieves is all that prevented 
thoir immediate capture. It has been tho 
custom of the treasury to pay the employes 
of tho road in checks. Had the custom 
been continued tho startling robbery 
would not have been attempted, 
in all probability ; but within the 
past week the officials of the company do- 
;ided to pay tho men in currency. From 
tho atory told by Treasurer 1 >ruke, it ap- 
pears evident that the robbers knew of this 
change and in soino way they learned that 
Mr. Urake intended to call at the office, get 
the money and tako au early train. They 
must have followed him into tho building 
arouud the north corridor of tho ninth floor 
and waited until ho had secured the money 
from the vault. They then sprang upon 
him, struck him several swift blows on the 
head with a weapon, presumably a 
sandbag, and, when he sunk to tho 
floor insensible, seized tho precious hand- 
bag und successfully escaped into the street. 
Where they went then tho detectives are 
trying to find out. Every effort was made 
to keep the robbery a secret. Mr. White, 
head, general ugent of the road, was found 
at the office, in tho Rookery building, at 12 
o'clock and refused at first to give any de- 
tails of tho robbery ; but finally said that 
the amount of money stolen wus about $20,- 
000. Mr. Drake hua been with the Indiana, 
Illinois and Iowa railway ever since it was 
organized. He and his father, the presi- 
dent, are part owners of the property. 

FRANCE AT CHICAGO. 

Special Report of the Republic's (Display at 
tho White City. 

PARIS, Nov. 15. — Director General M. 
Alfred Picard, of the French world's exposi- 
tion of 1890, has jual received a pucket of 
documents from the representatives of the 
French government at tho Columbian ex- 
position, giving accurate statistics and de- 
scriptions of the White City on Lako Michi- 
gan. To say that the official report has 
caused dismay to M. Picard and his asso- 
ciates is putting it mildly, for although a 
general idea of tho magnitude of the Chi- 
cago show had been conveyed to tho French 
peoplo through tho press, tho photographs 
of the buildings and the grounds and the 
figures relative to the same submitted to 
the promoters ot the coming expoaitiou have 
made them almost despair of creating any- 
thing that will compare favorably with the 
American display. It hud at first been 
accepted us a matter of course that tho sito 
of the Exposition Cniversalle in 1889 
would bo used in 1900, but it is now seen 
that the area of the Champ do Mara iB 
totally inadequate if the example set by 
Chicago is to be equalled, and hence the 
Director-General and his assistants are con- 
sidering every available plot of ground 
within twenty miles of the centre of tho 
city. It is doubtful, however, if sufficient 
space can be secured within a reasonable 
distance of the city, and it is probable that 
tho old sito will be utilized, with such addi- 
tions as can bo made by tearing down old 
structures. 



" CRIMINALLY NEGLIGENT." 

Verdict of the Coroner's Jury Against tho 
Engineer and Conductor— The Com- 
pany Exonerated. 

Battle Cheek, Mich., Nov. 15,— After 
four hours' deliberation tho coroner's jury 
rendered tho following verdict in tho Grand 
Trunk inquest this morning : " We lind 
that said collision was caused by groas dis- 
obedience of orders given by the train diB- 
piteher, and we also find Conductor Scott 
and Engineer Wolley, train No. G, guilty of 
criminal negligence in running past tho 
meeting point at which they hud positivo 
orders to stop."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Nov. 15. — Largo numbers of 
deer ure beiug brought into tho city by 
hunters and Indiana.

Coroner 1'ittendrigh held an inquest at 
Surroy to-day on the body of a young girl 
who was buried without a certificate.

Boggs made a post mortem examination and 
found that she died of diphtheria and that 
other members of the family aro ill of the 
same disease. Tho house wus quarantined 
and tho clergyman who performed the 
burial service was tiuod $o for failing to 
register the doath.

Tho adjourned inquest on tho victims of 
tho Savary island tragedy was resumed this 
morning hefore Coroner 1'ittendrigh. Al- 
bert Hanson testified as to the position in 
whioh ho fouud tho bodies. Charles Timlin 
deposed that the last time he saw Green was 
when he paid him some money in Lynn's 
presence. 

U. 1'. Valentine, of Wellington, Now 
Zealand, who has lieou on an extensive tour 
through Canada and the United States in 
the interests of the New Zealand Govern- 
ment, enquiring into the prospects of trade 
between America and that colony, will bo a 
passenger by tho Warrimoo. Ho says tho 
prospects aro bright, and expects a large 
trade to be done in dairy produce. Mr. 
Valentine said his Government would prob- 
ably assist the Canadian-Australian line 
with a subsidy shortly. 

A meeting, to which all members and 
sympathizers with tho work of the Church 
of England in this diocoso aro cordially in- 
vited, will bo held in Ctirist church to- 
morrow evening at S o'clock.

Receiver 
and a Number of Leading 
Ollicials.

SEATTLE, Is'ov. 15. — Henry C. Rouse, of 
Cincinnati, president of tho Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas railroad, one of tho receivers of 
the Northern Pacific railroad, arrived in 
Seattle at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, on 
a tour of inspection of tho entire Northern 
Pacitic system. Mr. Rouse was accom- 
panied by ten other Northern Pacific 
officials, among them Vice-President C. EL 
Prescott, of Tacoma ; General Superintend- 
ent G. W. Dickinson, of Tacoma ; General 
Manager J. A Keudriok, of St. Paul ; At- 
torney J. M. Ash ton, of Tacoma; Percy 
Dickinson, of tho firm of Dickincon & Co., 
of TaeomaJ; Laud Commissioner Paul 
Sshultze, of Tacoma ; C. D. Rand, presi- 
dent of tho Burrard Inlet & Eraser Valley 
railroad, and J. M. Hauniford, of Tacoma, 
general traffic manager for tho Northern 
Pacific. 

After dinner >t tho Rainior Club tho 
party, with tho exception of C. 1). Rand, 
Percy Dickinson and Paul Sohultze, boarded 
their cars and were whirled away. M. 
Dickinson was seen at the Rainior last 
light, when ho said : 

"Tho object is to go all over the main 
and branch lines of tho Northern Pacific on 
a regular tour of inspection. We will prob- 
ably proceed to Vancouver and Now West- 
minster and with but little delay roturn und 
visit Gray's Harbor, South Bend and Port- 
land East. They havo made a closo inspec- 
tion, and on this inspection tho receiver 
will make his report to tho court. I cannot 
tell how soon tho receivership will bo ter- 
minated, as there appears to be no reason 
why it should be at present." 

Mr. C. D. Rand corroborated tho state- 
ments mudo by Mr. Dickinson in regard to 
tho trip; that it wus one of inspection, und 
if it had any greater significance ho knew 
nothing of it. Speaking of his own system 
ho said : 

"Wo havo just got "onsent from tho 
Privy Council of Canada to briilgo tho 
Eraser rivor at Now Westminster, and work 
will soon bo commenced. Tho bridge will 
he a 2,300-foot stool combination, and the 
entire line will bo a little over fifty miles in 
length. Wo havo only commenced work 
recently, but havo sovorul miles ready for 



grading. Tho main interost connected 
with this road in Seattle is that 
it will bo the connecting link 
between the Seattle, Lake Shore & Eastern 
railroad and British Columbia. It is prac- 
tically an extension of tho Seattlo, Lake 
Shoro& Eastern, which will connect Seattle 
and Vancouver in a direct line. It will, ac- 
cording to our franchise, havo to bo com- 
pleted within twelve mouths. Tho road has 
been subsidized by tho city of Vancouver, 
which has given $.'100,000 in bonds, and the 
city of New Westminster, which gave $250,- 
OtJO in bunds. The Guvornmont of British 
Columbia has guaranteed tho interest and 
sinking fund of New Westminster's bonds 
for seven years, as they consider tho road 
particularly in the interest of that city."

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HAWAII'S FATE. 



Tlie American Cabinet Said to 
Unanimously For Restoring 
the Queen. 



Re 



Blount's Report Shows Conclusively 
That American Troops Over- 
turned the Monarchy. 



Washington City, Nov. 15.— Tiio fear of 
the friends of the present Government in 
Hawaii is that Minister Willis will push 
President bolo to an immediate decision and 
demand prompt surrender of his authority 
on tho ground that the Provisional Govern- 
mont itself put tt limit to the duration of 
its own authority, and that the limit expires 
when it is deeded that there is no chance 
of annexation to tho United States. There 
have boon rumors from tho State depart- 
ment that tho United States has not entered 
upon the attempt to restore tho Queen 
without'a thorough understanding with all 
the foreign powers, and it is said tho Gov- 
ernment haB received assurances that no 
objection will h m odo to its plan. 

Great Britain -vv ill unquestionably wol- 
come tho restoration of Queon Liliuokalnai 
and the prospect f the early accession of 
Princess Kaiaulana as tho best hope of a 
government distiuctively in British inter- 
ests. By a convention with Franco in 1843 
England refrained from ever annexing the 
Hawaiian islands or taking them under a 
protectorate, hut she has never ceased to 
try to influence control of the local govern- 
ment to her interests. 

The restoration of tho Queon will affect 
the United States interests in Pearl River 
harbor. The exclusive right of tho United 
States to the use of this harbor was a recip- 
rocal consideration granted for the freo 
entry of Hawaiian sugar into the United 
States, but the general free entry of sugar 
under tho MeKinley law worked abrogation 
of tho special advantages enjoyed by tho 
Hawaiians, and they hold that the rights of 
the United States in Pearl River harbor 
were tormiuated by it. 

Some disappointment is felt in Adminis- 
tration circles at the expressions of public 
opinion against tho Hawaiian policy, but 
there aro n indications of wavering of pur- 
pose. 

There Was a meeting between Secretary 
Gresham and Minister Thurston, of tho 
Hawaiian Government, yestorday afternoon. 
It is learned that tho meeting was a friendly 
one. Mr. Thurston declined to give any in- 
formation of the intelligence ho received 
from Honolulu yesterday by cipher dispatch, 
except to say that the Associated Press diB- 
patchis seemed to bo aceurato in the account 
of what occurred. As to anything to occur 
he refused to have anything to say, The 
Secretury made an appointment to see Mr. 
Thurston again at the department. It is 
expected that this interview will serve to 
throw some light on the problem as to what 
diplomatic relations this Government claims 
to hold towards the existing Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment. 

It is learned on good authority that the 
cabinet is a unit in indorsement of Cleve- 
land's plan f°f tho restoration of Queen 
Liliuokalani. This fact developed after the 
conclusion of the cabinet meeting. Tho 
Hawaiian question was tho chief topic of 
discussion. The meeting was attended by 
all the members except Secretary Smith, 
who ia in Georgia. Secretary Morton re- 
mained with 'he President after adjourn- 
ment, and it is presumed took luncheon 
with htm. After the meeting a reporter 
was informed by » gentleman who particip- 
ated in it that nothing would be made pub- 
lic to-day on the Hawaiian question aa a 
result of tho meeting or otherwise. " 

Tho cabinet has been considering the ad- 
visability of giving Commissioner Blount's 
report to the prees, but it was thought best 
to Bay nothing moro officially about the 
Hawaiian sensation till the next steamer 
arrived from Honolulu. In view of public 
clamor for evidence of the truth of the asser- 
tions made by Gresham, there is a belief 
that it may he tvise to satisfy the clamor. If 
the cabinet decides in favor of another offi- 
cial utterance, an abstract will be made of 
the evidence gathered by Mr. Blount, to- 
gether with his report or part of it. 
The evidence covers about 5,000 pages of 
typewritten matter. The testimony was 
taken in shorthand and verified. A very 
large number of people were examined. 
They comprised pretty nearly every promin- 
ent person on the islands, from the Queen 
down, including Royalists and Annexation- 
ists. The tread of the testimony is all one 
way, to-wit, that the Queen would not have 
been overthrown but for the intervention of 
the American Minister. The evidence con- 
tains the original letters of Minister Stevens 
and President Dole. 

Hole's letter is particularly interesting. It 
shows by the date and text that it was 
written and sent to Stevens before tho Pro- 
visional Government had read the proclama- 
tion. In it Pole says he lacks control of 
several important buildings, and asks that 
an American naval officer with marines be 
placed in charge of the provisional troops. 
There is also Stevens' original letter asking 
for the use of a hall in which to house the 
troops, and there is also Stevens' letter 
recognizing the provisional Government be- 
fore it was a government </e facto. Stevens 
claims that troops were landed to protect 
American interests- If so, one might eup- 
poso he would have stationed the troops 
near American interests. A map of the city 
shows that the American troops were so 
placed that, were the Queen's troops to tire 
on the Provisional troops, they would have 
to fire over the heads of the Cnited States 
troops and he apt to hit, them. 

Ann Ahiioh> Mich., Nov. 15.— H. U. 
Castle, formerly editor of the Advertiser, of 
Hawaii, who ia visiting relatives here, says 
it is not true the Queen was deposed by tho 
American minister or American forces. 
The American forces were passive spectators 
of tho conlhet froin beginning to end. 
Speaking of the proposal to reinstato the 
Queen by this Government, Castle says it 
cannot ho done without tho grossest injus- 
tice to hundreds of persons who have relied 
upon tho good faith of the United States. 
Tho Queen's Government at beat would he 
simply a paper government unless support- 
ed by American bayonets. Putting it back 
means simply using tho full forco of tho 
United States Government to destroy the 
party of prog r «'ss and stability. 

VaIXEJo, Cal,, Nov. 15 — It is said on 
good naval authority that the United States 
ships Ranger and Mohican, now at Mare 
Island, are being made ready for sea, and 
will ho ordered by tho Secretary of tho 
Navy to proceed direct to Honolulu and re- 
port to Admiral Irwin, and relieve the 
Philadelphia, which will return to Mare 
Island. The plan is to increase tho number 
of marines i" Honolulu and give Minister 
Willis a larger force at command. A rumor 
was current that Minister Willis in going to 
Honolulu was tho bearer of orders to Ad- 
miral Irwin from tho Secretary of tho Navy, 
directing that i n tho event of rejection of 
President Cleveland's ultimatum to the Pro- 
visional Government or any uprising 
Admiral Irwin would dispatch tho 



United States etoamor Adams to the 
United States with any special communion, 
tion Minister Willis might require to send 
for tho information of the Washington City 
authorities Admiral Skerrett, who wa 
seen on tho matter, smiled and said that 
while such a course was prob-tblo hu had 
no knowledge of it. 

San Francisco, Nov. 15. — There will ho 
little or no freight shipped for Hawaii by 
the Monowai, the steamer which sails to. 
morrow. It may be, said Consul Wilder, 
that tho merchants do not care to risk their 
goods by sending them to a country where 
there is a chance for a revolution. Preai. 
dent Winston, of the Sither Bauking Com 
pany, with which tho Provisional Govern, 
ment has connections, said that no drafts on 
the Hawaiian Provisional Government had 
been presented to him. If such a one wore 
presented ho would have cashed it. 

Chicago, Nov. 14 — A Daily News edi- 
torial says: Careful inquiry reveals tho fact 
that not a single porson identified with tho 
Provisional Government of Hawaii is an 
alien. Every one is either a nativo or 
naturalized citizen. Dole, the president, 
is a native and bo is Damon, minister of 
finance, and Smith, attorney-general. Vice- 
President Hatch and Minister of Interior 
King, naturalized citizens. When Secretary 
Gresham calls these men and others con- 
nected with tho revolutionary movement 
aliens ho blunders woefully. He might 
as well say that all except Indians are 
aliens in this country. If there ever 
was a justifiable rebellion that of tho 
property owners in Hawaii was justifiable. 
The Queen and her court were thoroughly 
corrupt. Misrule was tho order of the day. 
Tho revenues were squandered, and to re- 
plenish the coffers it was proposed to legal- 
ize gambling and mako Honolulu tho head- 
quarters of the most gigantic lottery in tho 
world. Tho deposition of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani was an act which tho whole civilized 
world applauded. Yet- President Cleveland 
and his Secretary of Stato propose to undo 
the good work and pave the way for another 
reign of vico and corruption. Their course 
in this matter is not merely impolitic and 
undemocratic, but it is disgraceful. 

A Times special from Washington says ; 
It was rumored on tho best authority that 
both Secretaries Morton and Huko Smith 
would tender their resignations to Clove- 
land as members of his cabinet. The reuBons 
assigned were the radical and emphatic dis- 
agreement of these two gentlemen with Pre- 
sident Cleveland's Hawaiian policy and tho 
countenanco given the restoration of the 
Queen. President Cleveland, through Car- 
lisle and Gresham prevailed upon them to 
withdraw their resignations, or at least de- 
fer them for a time. 



NEW IJ. S. TARIFF. 

It Will lie Ollielully Published Much Kurller 
Than Had Keen Anticipated. 

Washington City, Nov. 15. — The new 
Democratic tariff bill will probably bo pub- 
liBhed much earlier than has been antici- 
pated. Resoluto tariff reformers are warned 
by the attitudo of the moderate tariff men 
in the party sinco election the chances of 
party success and discipline depend on bold.. 
neBS and promptitude in defining the policy, 
therefore all tho haste consistent with de- 
liberation will be mudo in completing tho 
bill and giving it to the public. To this 
end, in order to avoid any chance of wrang. 
ling or delay, it has been decided not to call 
any caucus to consider the bill in advance of 
its presentation to Congress. That this 
course will meot with criticism is evidenced 
by the fact that Bland, of Missouri, Culber- 
son, of TexaB, and others have openly an- 
nounced their intention of opposing freo 
wool. It is generally accepted that wool, 
coal, iron ore, lumber and salt will be added 
to tho free list. Sugar iB still under con- 
sideration, though so far the tendency iB to 
repeal the bounty and put is on the free 
list. Iron and coal men continue to proteBt 
against placing these articles on the freo list.

A DIFFICULT TASK. 

It ia (jroatly to bo hoped that the media- 
tion of Lord Roaebory in the diaputo be- 
tween tho miners and mine-owners of a large 
part of Eugland will havo the effect of 
bringing about a speedy settlement of the 
difficulty. This great striko has been pro- 
ductive of an incalculable amount of misery 
and suffering, and, every day it continues, 
that misery and that suffering are increased 
and intensified. The dispute, too, ia irri- 
tating and ia calculated to make tho rela- 
tion between employer and employed gene- 
rally strained and unpleasant. The minc- 
ownera ure represented to tho working-men 
of the Kingdom aa greedy, grasping and 
tyrannical, having no feeling for tho men 
who work for them. The minors, on tlio 
other hand, are described aa unreasonable 
and exacting, caring nothing for the inter- 
ests of their employers, or even for the wel- 
fare of the industry on which they must 
depend for a living. 

There aro many on both sides who aro 
doing what they can to widen the breach 
between the miners and their employers, 
and it ia deplorable to see that they have 
been only too successful. It seems difficult 
to find men largo-minded and large-hearted 
enough to consider both aides of tho dispute 
fairly and impartially — men who can both 
sympathise with the workers and do justice 
to the owners of tho mines. It ia to bo 
hoped that Lord Roaebery ia aueh a man 
and that he will act in such a way as to 
gain the confidence and goodwill of both 
the parties to tho dispute. Hia being a poli- 
tician ia againat him. It will be im- 
possible, no matter what ho says 
or what he does, to convince many 
of those interested that he has not a politi- 
cal object in view. In such a case u 
philanthropist who is ulso an able man 
occupying a high position has u great advan- 
tage. In hia efforts to bring about an 
amicable arrangement between the dock 
laborers and their employers, it would have 
been folly for any ono to impugn Cardinal 
Manning's motives. Every one knew that 
he had nothing in view but the general 
good, and consequently every ono waa pre- 
pared to consider favorably his suggestions 
and hia advice. But there is no Cardinal 
Manning to bo had now. Lord Rosebery is, 
however, an exceedingly popular man. He 
is respected by both parties as well for hia 
ability aa hia integrity, and ho is per 
haps as likely us any public man 
who can be named to bring about u good un 
understanding between the miners and tho 
mine ownera, who appear j list now to be 
equally weary of tho miserable strugglo that 
has been kept up so long. 

To show what a good muu who ia pre 
sumably disinterested and who ia, as far as 
a knowledge of tho merits of tho diaputo 
and ability to conaidor it are concerned, 
thinks of the Btrike, we will quote an extract 
from a lotter lately written ia reply to an 
application for aid or roliof to the strikers 
by tho Bishop of Rath and Wells: 

"I think," ho writes, "tho minora 
in different parts of England havo 
put themsolveB in tho wrong in tho 
prcpent contest. There aro certain lawa 
in tlio aciouce of political economy, which 
can no more be broken with impunity than 
tho lawa of gravitation, or chemistry, or 
mechanics. Tho rato of wugoa, the prico of 
tho products of human labor, aro all regu- 
lated by these laws. Any attempt to violuto 
theae lawa by legislation, or by violence, or 
by other means, must lead to disaster." 

Wo aro afraid that tho good Bishop would 
havo groat difficulty in convincing many 
others, on both sides of tho Atlantic, who 
occupy fur higher positions than tho strik- 



ing English miners, that it is futile to at- 
tompt to disregard tho law of sup- 
ply and demand. Tho tendency ia in these 
days to ignore the law and to deny that 
thero iB any law of trude, written 
unwritten, that ia inexorable, and that 
must be obeyed. Wo aro greatly afraid that 
tho Bishop of Bath and SVella auoceeded 
only in making himself misunderstood and in 
gaining the ill-will of thoso whom ho desired 
to inatruct. 

It is exceedingly hard to deal with ex- 
asperated strikers who boliovo that they aro 
badly used, and who are convinced that they 
understand tho situation far better than any 
outsider— clergyman or layman. This is 
what makes Lord Rosobery'a task so unen- 
viable and ao difficult. It he accomplishes 
it successfully he will deserve and will gain 
very great credit. 



OA NA DA '8 GLIM A TE. 

Thero is talk of having another winter 
carnival iu Montreal, and it is asked if 
former carnivals have done harm to Canada V 
Wo do not think that thero can bo any 
doubt about it. Tho annual winter carnival 
with its ice palace and its round of winter 
aporta has had tho effect of creating tho im- 
preBsion abroad that Canada is an execed- 
ugly cold country which io ni.-.y bo woll to 
,'isit ouco in a way, but which is most; un- 
lesirable as a place of permanent residence 

Tho pictures which were tent from Can- 
ada helped to deepen this ii, prassion. They 
were, almoat without exception, of winter 
scones, of blanket-clad men and women, of 
sleighing, toboganning, skating and snow- 
shoeing parties. Canada was rarely men- 
tioned except in connection with the winter 
aeason. It ia no wonder, then, that thia 
country had tho reputation abroad of being 
one of tho coldest inhabited by a people 
claiming to be civilized. 

So much has been written of late years of 
Canada as it really is, that' a winter carnival 
may not bo able to do it much harm, but it 
seems a pity to revive tho old idea that 
Canada ia eoniewhcre within tho Arctic 
Circle and that its inhabitants aro always 
clad in blankets or fura and havo no amuse- 
ments except those that muat bo enjoyed in 
tho midst of snow and ice. 



STORED ELECTRICITY. 

There is good reason to boliovo that tho 
days of tlio trolley, which is considered such 
a nuisance in the East, aro numbered, and 
with the trolley go tho poles that aro univer- 
sally regarded aa inconvenient and unsightly 
Storago battery motors havo been used on 
the Second Avenue, New York, eurfai 
road since May last, and tho eiperiment 
has boen pronounced a success. With these 
motors tho service has been wonderfully 
regular, a fair rato of speed has been kept 
up, and the cars havo been kept completely 
under control. The expeuso of running is 
moderate, and could be made lower still if 
a greater number of cars were used. Six 
carB wero kept running on the Second 
Avenue lino, and by tho Company's 
statement the cost has been 9.32 cents per 
car mile. The statement ahowa that the 
plant used ia capablo of keeping eighteen 
cars in operation, and that, if it were worked 
to its full capacity, tho coat would bo u.'J'J 
cents per car milo. This ia somewhat 
higher that the coat of running trolley cars, 
but it is expected that when the storage 
system is perfected, it will bo cheaper as 
woll aa moro convenient than tho trolley 
system. 

Electricity aa a motive power for carriages 
is still in its infancy. Improvements aro 
being made every day. Tho plant which 
appeara to be perfect thi8 year, may next 
year or tho year after be completely 
obsolete. It seemB singular that so subtle a 
thing aa electricity can bo stored and meas- 
ured and made to work milos from tho spot 
where it ia generated. Each of these atreot 
cars carriea a battery of 144 cella arranged iu 
two trayB which aro introduced through 
openings at the end of tho car and aro placed 
under tho seats, ono tray on each aido. 
Sixteen of the cells aro in a separate circuit 
and, at night, they servo to maintain inoan 
desceut lamps. Each car runs about three 
hours before tho charge ia exhausted, and 
the batteries are charged in four minutes by 
machinery which is operated by electricity 
and handled by ono man. 

The reader will see that if stored olcc- 
tricity can bo made to run street cara, it can 
alio bo used to rnn stationary machinory, to 
light houses, and perhaps to cook food. It 
may therefore be expected that before very 
long it will be aa common for tho house 
holder to buy ao many ohms of electricity 
as it will to purchase bo many tons of coal 
or so many gallons of kerosene. 



AN EXTRAORDINARY STAND. 

Who over heard of the leading paper of a 
party, on the morning of tho election, con 
demning tho parry's candidates and exhort 
ing tho electora to voto againat them ? Such 
a thing waa, wo vonturo to say, never done 
in auy part of Canada. But it waa done the 
other day in New York city. Tho Times of 
that city is tho leading Democratic journal, 
Its loyalty to its party ia unquestioned, and 
its integrity has been tested in a most un- 
usual wuy, and it stood the teat. It ia bo 
causo tho Democratic Timoa is loyal and 
bocauso it ia honest that it opposed with all 
its might thoroturnof Democratic candidates 
in Now York, in Brooklyn and in Buffalo. 
Tho loading article of tho New York Times 
of Tuesday tho 7th, tho morning of the 
oleotiou, will bo in tho future looked upon 
as ono of tho curiosities of party nowapapor 
Iiteruturo. It is headed "Salutary Do- 
foatB." Theso aro tho opening sentences : 

Tho reverses which befall the New York 
Democracy to day will bo remedial and 
wholesome Eor eight years the party has 
boen under bad guidance Its Stato or- 
ganization has been seized and controlled 
by selfish, tricky and unscrupulous men. 
They havo boon out of sympathy with the 
Domocracy of tho Nation, and their 
abuse of political power has aoroly tried 



the patience and the loyality of their 
party in thia State. Their continued suc- 
cesses, broken only when tho Cleveland 
Democracy rodo them down on its way to 
victory last year, have made them unbear- 
ably impudent and daring. Their uudaciouB 
disregard of public opinion shows itseu iu 
tho Stato at largo by tho nomination of 
Maynard for the Court of Appeals; locally 
by tho municipal debaucheries of Mc- 
Laughlin in Brooklyn and of Sheehau in 
Buffalo. 

After further stigmatizing tho unecru- 
pulousneas and impudence of the gang 
which "thrusts an impenitent thief before 
tho pooplo and bids them raise him to tho 
Bench," it goea on to say : 

Theso men have this year presuniod 
too far upon tho public tolerance, 
to-day their presumption is to bo 
rebuked. The State Democracy will desert 
them by tena of thousands. Their bespat- 
tered candidate, Maynard, will bo beaten 
with an emphasis that will brand him for 
the rest of his days. Lieut. -Governor 
Sheehen, aa it now appears, will bo over- 
thrown iu Buffalo, and McLaughlin will 
meet the most crushing defeat of his miser- 
able career in Brooklyn Tho 

party itself ia aotind and patriotic. It 
proved that by ita devotion to tho candi- 
date of the National Democracy last yoar. 
As soon aa it shall have caut out ita devils it 
will becomo once moro worthy of tho re- 
rpeet and loyal adherence of good citizena. 
It ia a duty which jmrty fealty to-day de- 
mands to repudiate Maynard, and to punish 
by exemplary defeat tho rings of Brooklyn 
and of Buffalo. 

The effect of such an article aB thia in a 
journal which, aB it fully deserves, poa- 
aeasea tho respect and confidence of the 
decent Democrats of New York Stato must 
havo been very great. It no doubt did 
much to secure the defeat of the candidates 
it denounced and, aa it seems to have fore- 
scon, to injuro tho party gencially in tho 
state. But the Times seema to have thought 
that if it helped to hurl the bosses from their 
bad eminence and to destroy their demoral- 
izing ii Quence, a temporary check was of 
little consequence Thia article, too, shows 
how tho Republicans gained their victory in 
Now York State, for tho Times was not tho 
only Democratic newspaper which used its 
ii fiuence to the utmost to prevent tho return 
of Democratic candidates. The papers were 
of course backed up by a host of honest 
Democrats who worked hard to save their 
state from disgrace.

Tho Torn- of the Australian Cricketers 
—Football Fixtures of tho 
Near Future. 

Duun's Answer to McLeotl and Acton 
-Return Match With tho 
Navy. 

Tho Australian cricket team sailing for 
home on the Warrimoo to-day ia tho eighth 
which has left tho ialand contiuent aud tho 
third which has visited America, aud, hav- 
ing left Sydney on tho 11th of March, will 
havo beeu absent about nino montha. Tho 
team is eompleto with the exception of 
Turner, who did not como to America. 
Victor Cohen, the manager, has been in 
Victoria for a couple of days, but tho other 
members take the steamer at Vancouver. 
The record mado by the team has been very 
creditable, for out of a total of .'17 matches 
played iu the mothor country they won 18, 
drew 10 and lost but 9. In America they 
played six matches, the30 being two with 
Philadelphia and ono each with New York, 
Boston, Detroit and Tor into. Theso wero all 
won easily excopt tho first with Philadelphia, 
when tho team wero out of condition after 
tho sea trip, aud that with New York, 
which not being completed counted a draw. 

Mr. Cohen, speaking to a representative 
of tho Colonist at the Dallas hotel, yester- 
day, spoko with enthusiasm of tho trip 
through Canada, and especially of the 
mountain scenery. He eaid the team would 
havo liked to have played a match in 
British Columbia, in tho interests of the 
gamo iu this Province, but the state of tho 
weather made this impossible. Ho formed 
a good opinion of tho Canadian cricketers, 
Mid mentions particularly Cooper, who ho 
considers ought to rank as oue of tho best 
bowlers in the world. This bowler not only 
gave a turn to the ball in the air which 
proved puzzling to tho best batsman, but, 
the most surprising thing, ho kept it up 
throughout his entire innings. Tho Aua- 
tralians had heard of thia as a baseball 
pitcher's art, but had never experienced it 
iu cricket, where the distance tho ball 
is sent is greater. Mr. Cohen 
says it will probably bo four years beforo 
another cricket team comes from Australia. 
For a loug time the teams wont out with 
only two years interval. This one allowed 
three years to elapse, but oven that timo he 
thinks is too short, as necessarily the per- 
sonnel of tho best representative team does 
not change much from yeur to year, and tho 
members cannot well ail'ord two such periodB 
of absence from business iu close succession. 
Previously teams had gono out without 
such authorization as would make them 
representative without dispute, but thia one 
had been sent under the auspices of tho 
Australasian Cricket Council, which by 
arrangement with the representative organ- 
izations in England, would for the futuro 
have tho say as to tho proper timo to send 
out a team and the men to bo chosen. There 
wero fifteen members in the team, includ- 
ing the manager.

CHINA CREEK MINES. 

Prospector Kthrrlrigu Reports Numerous 
Leises of Excellent Quartz— Stream 
Tin Discovered. 

Messrs. Etheridgo and Henncssy, tho two 
Alberni prospectors, are registered ut tho 
Occidental. It was under their direction 
that tho assessment work waa done on tho 
various claiina surrounding the Golden 
Eagle group. Mr. Etheridgo said yesterday 
that the work uncovered excellent ledges in 
almost every case, tho oro being similar in 
character to that in tho discovery claims. 
Of course tho work was not sufficient to de- 
velop tho actual extent and character of 
any of the veins, but samples from ooch 
wero brought out and assays prove that the 
ore ia of equal value with that of the Golden 
E^gle. Ou this there ia no doubt about it 
being a permanent fissure vein. The 
quartz ia banded and the veins cut tho 
country rock. Mr. luheridge feels assured 
that the work of tunnelling will ahow up an 
extensive body of paying oro, whilo ledgoH 
have also been located on Beverul other 
creeks near China creek, tho veins are all 
running in the Bamo direction. There is 
still a conaiderablo extent of promising 
country to prospect, and this can be carried 
on in some sections throughout tho greater 
part of tho winter. In the basin at tho 
head of China creek tho snow, the year be- 
foro last, only remained a few wcoks. Snow 
has fallen early this year, and when Mr.

On 
hoving it assayed yesterday it proved to bo 
a eamplo of stream tiu. It may turn out to 
be a valuable find.

THE LOCAL MARKETS. 

Eastern Apples Selling at a Good Price— 
Christmas Preparations. 

The murket this week is quiet and steady. 
Business generally iB fainy good, with a 
tendency to improvement, as merchants 
will soon be making preparations for the 
usual Christmas rush. During tho week, 
some good importations have been received, 
one ot these being 4.000 sacks of shorts, 
which the Brackman & Ivor Co. got in from 
Washington, and another of several car- 
loads of Eastern Canadian apples. The lat- 
ter are selling at §7 per barrel or fivo cents 
per pound. They aro of excellent quality, 
however, and aro in fair demand. There 
his been a scarcity of upples in Eastern 
Canada this year, and, consequently, the 
fruit is high. Many of tho smaller fruits, 
such as plumB, peaches, etc., have almost 
completely disappeared from the market, 
and probably will not bo seen at all next 
week. Butter and eggs are atill very ex- 
pensive with no proBpect at present of fall- 
ing in price. In the meat line, pork also 
seems to be unsteady, as its price is con- 
tinually rising and falling.

THE POUND BY-LAW. 

The Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows : 

Sec. 1. I.ot3 18, 19 ntd 20 in Block tiS and in 
part of Block 73, Spring Ridge, situate on 
Queens Avenue and Chamber street,, or such 
other plana or places as shall bu designated by 
the Council from timo to timo, aro hereby 
established a City Pound, and shall bo main- 
tained ns such by tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria. 

Sec. 2. Tbo Council may, from timo to timo 
appoint B Pound-keeper at such salary or re- 
muneration as it may decide and appropriate 
out of tho annual rovonuo. 

Sec. 3. Tho Pound-keeper may employ such 
assistant or assistants as tho Council may, by 
resolution, au horizo him sj to do; provided 
that, the Council haB named tho remuneration 
and appropriated out of tho rovenuo tho 
amount Buoh assistant ia to receive, and that a 
warrant authorising the payment has first been 
Issued. 

Sec. 1. The Pound-keeper shall givo a bond 
to tho Corporation of tho City In tho penal 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, condi- 
tioned that tbo said Pound-keeper shall well 
and faithfully discharge tho duties of his office, 
and shall regularly pay over all moneys to tho 
Corporation which may come into Irs hands as 
such l'ound-keepor. 

Sec. 5. Tho City Treasurer ahall furnish tho 
Poundkoopor with a beok in which the pound- 
keeper shall enter a description of every animal 
Impounded by him, with the name of thopor- 
aon who took or sent the same to be impound- 
ed, the day and hour on which the anlma' 
o»me into his charge aa Pound keeper, the day 
and hour on which the aamo was redeemed, 
discharged, or otherwise dealt with or disposed 
of ; the name of tho person and tho amount 
paid by tho person redeeming the animal, or, 
if sold, the name of thn purchaser, the amount 
that was paid for tbo animal, and tho amount 
o' the txponse theroon, and tho balance, if 
any, remaining over and above the penalty, al- 
lowance and expenses, and to whom tho same 
has been paid, which balance (if any) sliul^ 
prior to making tho return to tho auditor, bo 
paid over to the City Treasurer.

If any of tho animals mentioned in 
section 8 of thia By-law (except dogs registered 
as hereinafter-mentioned), are found at large, 
or trespassing within the limits of tho City of 
Victoria, or grazing, browsing, or feeding upon 
any of the streets, squares, lanes, parks, alleys, 
or public places of tho said city, or upon any

MRS. FRANK LESLIE ACKNOWLEDGES 
HER SEX'S WEAKNESS. 



The Helplessness <>f Women— Their IIo- 
redltnry Inequality — How Argument 
Worries Them— The Estimate of lion. 
All for Love — A Close Analysis.

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T IS the fashion in these 
days to talk very grandly 
and much about the equal 
lights of women with 
men. their equal capacity 
sss for nearly all occupations, 
offices and honors, and above all their 
right to regulate and control their own 
affairs, whether political, financial, so- 
cial or domestic. I, as a woman, stand 
up stoutly for my own sex; 1 do most 
firmly believe them to be in all but 
brulo strength the equal of man, and in 
spiritual and moral strength very fre- 
quently his superior. J admire women, 
I love women, I long and work for 
tho advancement of women; but, as a 
woman not without powers of observa- 
tion and a wide experience of the world, 
I cannot bur see a certain side of the 
truth not often brought forward by 
women and not at all understood by 
men. and this is the inherent helpless- 
ness of woman in a struggle witli man. 

Possibly this helplessness is largely 
due to hereditary prejudice on the part 
of man, hereditary self distrust on the 
part of woman, but it is also largely duo 
to the inherent natures of the two sexes. 
Every virile man has a vein of brutality 
in his composition, more or less deftly 
buried beneath the surface of his civili- 
zation, and every woman is at heart 
timid of encountering this brutality — 
that is to say, every womanly woman is. 

Almost any man brought into busi- 
ness relations with a woman not his em- 
ployee meets her propositions or argu- 
ments with either an air of good natured 
tolerance, or disquieted contempt of 
skeptical scrutiny, or of magnanimous 
acceptance, perhaps harder to bear than 
any other of tho demonstrations of his 
superiority. 

Let a woman try to arguo a political 
point, or a point of statecraft or politi- 
cal economy with a man, and she usually 
receives somo such answer as tho fa- 
mous insult offered by Gladstone, I think, 
to some titled woman who earnestly im- 
plored him to advocate somo measure. 
Listening with an amused smile to all 
she had to say, ho simply ejaculated at 
the end, "Oh, you darling!" and passed 
on as carelessly good humored as if he 
had been listening to tho prattle of a 
pretty child. Or, if tho man is not as 
benevolent as Gladstone, he may reply 
in the spirit of Napoleon, who assured 
Mine, de Stael that tho most valuable 
woman in his empiro was the one who 
has borno most sons for France, or 
again, after the manner of Henry VIII 
of England, who bade the nuns who 
tried to argue for their right to live their 
own lives in their own way: "Go spin, 
you jades; go spin!" 

To epitomize tho three utterances, 
women in general are to men in general 
either "darlings," or mothers of children, 
or household and domestic machines. 
Within these limits woman receives ad- 
miration, protection and a certain 
amount of appreciation from every grade 
of men, but let her step outside theso 
limits, let her try to meet man upon his 
own intellectual or authoritative plat- 
form, and her disadvantage is at once 
made apparent, and her helplessness to 
overcome it stares her in tho face. 

No man ever meets her and converses 
upon momentous subjects precisely as 
he does with another man, and until this 
is the Case there are no true equal rights 
for the wi >man. The woman seeks an in- 
terview with her business man or lawyer; 
she wishes certain things done and done 
at once; the business man or the lawyer 
assures her with an air of indulgent pa- 
tience that what she suggests cannot be 
done, at least not in her way and at her 
time; that to sell, or to buy, or to invest, 
or to do whatever it is she wishes to do 
is not possible, or if possiblo not desir- 
able, anil she had better leave it all in 
his hands and rest secure that ho will do 
what is for the best. Now just hero 
comes in the helplessness of which I 
speak. The woman feels confident that 
the thing sin; wishes could bo done, and 
that it would be well that it should be 
done, but she lacks the habit of com- 
mand, the self confidence, tho weight of 
will, that would enable her to hold her 
own without agitation or strugylo. 

A woman can no more hold her own 
against the well trained masculine mind 
in matters of business, the law or poli- 
tics, than she can against tho well trained 
masculine muscle in a pugilistic en- 
counter, and this is what I mean by the 
inherent helplessness of woman. She 
may bo hotter informed than tho man, 
she may have a deep rooted conviction 
that she is right, but she does not dare 
to take tho thing into her own hands 
and manage it in a manner contrary to 
that advised by tho man who claims to 
know that sho is wrong. 

Another point of a woman's inherent 
helplessness is her sensitiveness. Tho 
man's sneer, or his half (veiled contempt 
for her opinion, or his exaggerated po- 
liteness and deference, all tell upon her 
courugo and beat it down as if with 
blows of a list or tho stinging cuts of a 
whip. She feels wounded, hurt, ashamed 
•even, while remaining sure that sho is 
in tho right. Sho withdraws from tho 
contest apparently defeated; but, lileo 
■Galilei, secretly murmuring, "But nev- 
ertheless it does move." 

In fact, Galilei is a conspicuous. illus- 



tration of my theory. He had quicker 
perceptions and a keener insight, more 
courageous theories and more faith in 
his own intuitions than the wholo col- 
lege of cardinals with the pontiff includ- 
ed, but when ho propounded these the- 
ories ho found himself opposed to tho 
solid phalanx of the ages in tho form of 
a governing class, who intended to re- 
main governors. Ho was defeated by 
frowns and sneers and smiles and jeers, 
behind which lay tho power of life and 
death. Beaten down and overwhelmed, he 
signed the recantation of his profession 
of truth, made a humble apology for 
having been brighter than his masters 
and went away muttering tho re-recan- 
tation which we have quoted. I wonder 
how many women have walked out of 
tho office, tho study, tho back parlor, 
the vestry when they have held an inter- 
view with some male arbiters of their des- 
tinies, their heads upright, their cheeks 
glowing, their eyes bright with anger 
and unshed tears, their hearts hot with 
defeat and humiliation, muttering to 
themselves in ono form or another, "But 
for all that it does move!" 

Another element is woman's helpless- 
ness in her relations with man in her 
love of being loved, and this desiro in its 
various developments is perhaps the root 
of a woman's nature. Every woman has 
it, even the coarsest termagant, the hard- 
est and boldest wrangler for her rights— 
every one of them in tho core of her 
heart longs to beloved by somebody, to 
bo the first object in somebody's life, to 
Jiave somo one to whom sho may turn 
and be sure of welcome and of sympa- 
thy, it is one of the very best and most 
precious factors of womanhood, but, alas! 
it, is une (if its must terrible dangers. 

A woman with no one to love her is 
the most miserable of creatures. She 
loses half her value in her own eyes. 
She is unable to do justice the best of 
her nature. She either hardens and be- 
comes cold, defiant, bitter and narrow, 
or she withers and languishes like spring 
flowers in an east wind. Perhaps she 
does nut know her own need. Perhaps 
she scoffs at love and declares herself 
strong enough to live without it and 
says, as did a famous literary woman: 

"1 am of the oak- oaky and do not 
understand women who are of tho vino 
vinoy and must have something to cling 
to." 

And yet this very woman clung to her 
kindred and her adopted child with a 
really noble devotion. Sometimes a love- 
less woman cherishes a dog, a bird, a 
cat, and bestows upon tho little bruto a 
wealth of love enough to enrich a mon- 
arch; sometimes sho buys tho love of a 
companion or of a servant; sometimes 
she becomes a philanthropist and dis- 
tributes her unused affection over whole 
armies of orphans and phalanxes of wid- 
ows; sometimes if sho is of a certain 
temperament she becomes "a religious" 
and joins a sisterhood devoting their 
lives to good works and their hearts to 
God. In that case she tells herself that 
sho needs no earthly outlet for her affec- 
tions; that her entire nature is turned 
into the channel of adoring love for the 
Divine Being, and sho probably feels that 
! she thus secures a higher place in his af- 
fections than her more mundane sisters 
can hope to hold, 

It is a heroic choice, a noble life, but 
who can doubt that it must hold mo- 
ments of chill disappointment, of with- 
ering insufficiency, of terrible despair? 
In this world human creatures live in 
bodies. They are surrounded by earthly 
needs and cares and sympathies, and to 
I deny or to starve all these is to defeat 
tho very purpose of our being. A mor- 
tal woman needs mortal love, and she 
will seek it in one form or another, if she 
is at liberty, as surely as a housing pi- 
geon seeks her dovecote or a perishing 
deer seeks tin; water. 

I do not say that this all powerful 
thirst applies always or entirely to tho 
love of man and woman naturally ter- 
minating in marriage. A woman cares 
for tho love of her own sex, for the lovo 
of her employees, for the love of her 
friends, her circle, her society, be ita largo 
or a small body. Men say women have 
a passion for admiration, an appetite for 
flattery, a thirst for applause. True, true 
enough! But all these cravings are but 
forms of tin; great craving for love 
which lives at the root of all. One who 
loves does admire, does flatter, does ap- 
plaud. These are some of tin; almost 
invariable signs and signals of lovo, and 
the instinct of the woman leads her to 
seek these signs and signals, although 
her reason whispers that they are false 
lights, mere igni fatui poorly counter- 
feiting the real sun and moon of her ex- 
istence and very likel y to lead her into a 
dark and dismal bog whence she issues 
mired and torn and weary. 

It is not well to accept these shams, 
even though we bitterly toll ourselves 
that since we cannot have the real thing 
we will take what at least resembles it. 
If a person cannot have diamonds, sho 
had better not try to persuade herself or 
the world that rhinestones are just as 
good, although she may choose to wear 
them; but, just as there are women who 
will glitter, though it be in rhinestones, 
so there arowonien, and probably the 
majority of the sex, who will have that 
ornament more precious than diamonds — 
that crown of love which proclaims its 
wearer a queen indeed, and if it be; but 
a pinchbeck and tinsel crown she will 
wear it all tho same, although her own 
aching heart cry incessantly: 

"It is no crown. I am no queen. My 
kingdom has'gono from mo, and I am 
desolate." 

Well, to come back rather tardily to 
our muttons— to tho discussion of wom- 
an's helplessness in her relations with 
the other sex. 

She hates to do or say anything to for- 
feit her position in any man's estimation. 
Of course she does not expect or wish 
her broker, her lawyer, her pastor, or 
her political antagonist, or her intel- 
lectual opponent to bo "in lovo" with 
her in the ordinary meaning of the 
phrase, but she does want, probably un- 
consciously to herself, that ho should 
feel attracted to her; that ho should like, 
admire, speak kindly, perhaps tenderly, 
of her to other persons; that he should 
bo sorry Lo seu her go and glad to have 
her come again. All this natural 
and instinctive desire underlies her 



wholo conversation and conduct, weak- 
ens the strength of her opposition to 
what her intuitions warn her is false or 
dangerous, softens her phraseology and \ 
not very infrequently prompts her to 
say in tho end: 

"Very well, you know best. I will do 
what you say," when the indignant 
common sense at the back of her mind 
is clamoring: 

"That's nonsense! It isn't at all as 
you say! I shall loso my money, or my 
case, or my success if I do thus and so!" 

Every woman knows that, though she 
bo wiso as Minerva, pure as Diana, re- 
gal as Juno, or even beautiful as Ve- 
nus, if sho wearies a man, if sho claims 
the time and attention he wants to bo- 
stow upon his business, his pleasure, or 
more especially upon himself, ho ceases 
to wish for her presence — in fact, ho 
grows tired of her — and in the end feels 
her to bo a bore and avoids her. I sup- 
pose most women would rather die than 
to know they were thus regarded by any 
number, perhaps any one, of the men of 
their acquaintance, and if they feel 
themselves in proximity to any such po- 
sition they will hastily sacrifice any the- 
ory, any scheme or any advantage and 
withdraw from the position their reason 
bids them hold with tenacity. 

And here, of course, is tho point I havo 
intended to make. The woman's need of 
lovo, of liking or of approval from man 
is a terrible element of weakness in her 
nature. She is her own enemy. She is 
made helpless by her own 1 lest and sweet- 
est characteristic. Tho mott o of her career 
is, after all, no more than this, although 
tho motto must be expanded to its very 
widest and most general limits: 

"All for love, and tho world well lost!"

A GREAT LA.BOR CONVENTION. 

All the Unions in the Province Invited to Bo 
Present,. la Victoria. 

Every labor organization in tho Province 
has received an invitation tg 1)3 represented 
at tho meeting to be held here on tho 25th 
instant for tho puruoso of discussing tho act 
creating tho bureau of labor and statistics 
and tho council of arbitration and concilia- 
tion. The meeting has been called by cir- 
cular issued from the ollico of tho secretary 
of the labor bureau. Sinco operations have 
boon commenced under the act it has been 
made evident that thero is a great deal of 
misapprehension with regard to the intend- 
ed operation of tho labor bureau. Through 
lack of information on tho part of those 
whom it was designed to benelit and in con- 
sequence of prejudicial reports pur, in cir- 
culation, the work has not progressed as 
smoothly as might havo beon do- 
sired. In consequence, this general 
meeting has been called. Every known 
labor organization in tho Province has re- 
ceived through its secretary an invitation 
to send a delegate, and each secretary ad- 
dressed has been invited to send to the 
deputy commissioner of the bureau tho 
name of any local union which he has reason 
to Bupposo has been overlooked. As the 
Government will bear the actual expenses of 
tho delegates, thero will ba no financial 
obstacle in the way of making the mooting 
a success. It is expected that there will 
bo present upwards of thirty delegates from 
places outside Victoria, and from this city 
thero will probably be about half that num- 
ber of delegates. 

No programme has been laid out Bave a 
general disetthsion of the act, and this is 
expected to elicit from tho delegates a frank 
expression of their views as to tho subjects 
to which attention should first be given by 
the bureau, the nature of the information 
which should bo gathered, and the best 
means of obtaining it. As each union will, 
no doubt, send its best man, it is expected 
that thero will be many valuable sugges- 
tions offered. It will be made plain that 
the great object of the Government is to 
make the bureau of real service to the work- 
ingmaii, end that the co-operation cf his 
representatives is essential for its success. 

The meeting is to be held in the Hoard of 
Trade rooms, commencing at 7:.'i0 p. m. 

HARRY MORTON ACQUITTED. 

The Grant! Jury Throws Out the Indictment 
In tho Now Celebrated Case of 
Alleged Assault. 

Harry E. Morton returned last night from 
Vancouver, whither ho had gone to stand 
his trial at the Court of Asai/.e, upon the 
charge of assault preferred in July last by 
Andrew Leamy of Now Westminster. The 
incident upon which the prosecution rested 
is familiar in all its details. The Victoria 
lacrosse team played a match with the 
Westminsters at the Royal City on July 15, 
in which match Morton had for his "check" 
a man named Lewis. The latter during the 
game claimed a foul and injuries thereby at 
Morton's hands, and on tho conclusion, tho 
visitors having scored a victory, Morton 
was arrested on tho fearful charge of at- 
tempted murder. This information was 
subsequently amended to assault with in- 
tent to do grievous bodily harm, untl, o 
change of venu from New Westminster to 
Vancouver having been granted, the indict- 
ment for assault was laid beforo tho Court 
of Assizo opening at Vancouver yesterday 
morning, Hon. Justice Drako on the bench. 

In his charge to the grand jury His Lord- 
ship briefly touched upon the various items 
Composing tho docket, and reaching the 
Morton case said with regard to it : 

" This is a very peculiar case to bring be 
fore a court of law. The defendant, it is 
alleged, while playing in a game of lacrosse 
between Victoria and New Westminster 
teams struck tho plaintiff on the head for 
the purpose of securing the ball instead of 
checking him properly. As to the oarrect- 
ness of this statement I can say nothing ; 
although more violence than is customary 
may havo been used, you all know, gentle- 
men, lacrosse is a very rough gaino. I leave 
the case in your hands; you may call wit- 
nesses if you like." 

The jury retired and returning announced 
" no bill " in the Morton case.

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 15. — The Interstate 
Industrial Exposition of the South was 
formally opened this morning by Governor

U.S.S. "COLUMBIA." 

She .Develops tho Fastest Speed Ever Made by 
an American Ship of War. 

BOSTON, Nov. 14. — Tho new commerce 
destroyer Columbia was sent on a prelimin- 
ary trial over tho government course from 
Capo Ann, Mass. , to Capo Porpoise, Me,, 
to-tiny. Under forced draught bho devel- 
oped a speed of 'I'l, 87 knots per hour, and 
under natural draught L'O 2 knots. Tho of- 
ficial trial will tako placo next Tuesday, 
when it is thought sho can easily make 
2'2 knotB and earn a premium for the build- 
ers, William Cramp iSons, of Philadelphia, 
of §100,000. The length of the course wus 
43 97 knots, and it was covered in 1 hours 
IS minutes, which included 121 minutes ex- 
pended iu tho turn. This is tho fastest 
time ever mado by an American ship of war, 
and when tho exhaustiveuess of tho teBt 
and the length of tho course »ro con- 
sidered, tho feat is unsurpassed by 
any of tho navies of tho world. 
Edwin Cramp was jubilant when an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter greet oil him. Said he ; 
" The Columbia far exceeded my utmost ex- 
pectations. Sho has proved herself a mar- 
vel. 1 am delighted at the manner in which 
sho reeled off tho knots, and especially tho 
performance under natural draught. Thero 
was not a hitch in tho entire proceeding, 
and tho engines aro marvels of perfection, 
I expect she will do us well if not a trille 
better on the official trial." 

•San Francisco, Nov. 15.— Irving. M, 
Scott, president of tho Union Iron Works, 
says thero is nothing particularly astound- 
ing in the performance of the Columbia yes- 
terday. Relatively she developed no great- 
er speed than the Olympiu, and, therefore, 
both coasts havo something to be 
proud of in tho way of rapid war- 
ships. "One thing to he taken into con- 
sideration," said Mr. Scott, " is that tho 
Eastern built cruiser has 50 per cent, more 
power than our flyer. The Columbia has 
threo sets of engines, with something like 
20,000 horso power. Tho Olympia is pro- 
vided with only two engines, that give her 
13,000 horse power, We contracted to at- 
tain a speed of 20 knots, and will probably 
reach 22 if nothing unforeseen occurs,"

PATHETIC APPEALS. 

Tho Escaped Russian Convicts Address the 
Uretit American People. 

San Francisco, Nov, 15. — Tho ten 
arrested Russian convicts who escaped from 
Siberia and wero brought here by two whal- 
ing vessels, to day issued an appeal to the 
peoplo of the United States, in which they 
detail what would become of them if they 
aro returned to Siberia. They say they will 
bo starved, loaded with chains and lashed 
until rivers of blood run on the ground. 
" It is bo cold there," the appeal says, 
" blood will freezo.on tho ground like red 
ioo." Then it will bo their fato to work at 
night in tho woods, cutting down great 
trees, " If we don't walk fast and cut fast 
with axes they will flog us again. No man 
in Sagbalien eats so much in seven days as 
ono man in your prison eats in one day. 
Rather than go back to Russia wo would 
stay in your jsils."

U. S. Government Called on to Aid This Im- 
portant Interest.

OWING to a storm last night, tho tele- 
graph wires were very much deranged, and 
In consequence, the servico was seriously 
interfered with. 

Mr. MoLeod Stewart lately read before 
the Ottawa Board of Trado u paper on 
"Ottawa aB an Ocean Port and t he emporium 
of the grain and coal trade of the North- 
west." There are two aspects, ho said, in 
which this undertaking may be viewed ; 
first, as a portion of tho larger and more 
comprehensive scheme long known us tho 
Ottawa Bhip canal ; and, secondly, us a 
separate and distinct work, confined simply 
to an improvement of the lino of navigation 
between Montreal and Ottawa. The speak- 
er's preference was with the last named idea, 
although it Was his father, the late William 
Stewart, who was the first to move in lavor 
of tho construction of an Ottawa Bhip canal, 
while representing Hytown in the Canadian 
Assembly. Extracts from essays by 
Messrs. Keefer and Shunly wero read, 
showing the great superiority of tho Ottawa 
over the St. Lawrence route. The late 
premier, Sir John A. Macdonald, had said 
to the speaker, four months before he died: 
"If you live to bo as old as I am now, you 
will seo a double track around Like Supe- 
rior, together with a ship canal by the Otta- 
wa, both of which will be taxed to their ut- 
most to carry tho grain and coal of the 
Northwest to their destination." At the 
conclusion of tho address the Hoard resolved 
to ask the government to look into the 
matter. 



OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 

London Daily News: It is not often that 
a judge is condemned in costs in the very 
court in which ho presides. The novel oc- 
currence has come to tho Judge do Paix, or 
Count Court Judge, of Cominentry, near 
Montlucon. The judge, M. Bouchard, had 
a dispute with his baker about an account, 
and tho baker took out a summons against 
him. When the case came on for hearing 
M. Bouchard stepped of the bench and 
bogged his substitute to decide it. Tho 
substitute did bo, and the result was that 
tho judge was ordered to pay the amount in 
dispute, together with the costs of the pro- 
ceedings. 

Winnipeg Freo Press : A company has 
procured a charter with tho object of makii g 
available for power purposes tho waters 
issuing from the Lake of the Woods near 
Keew-atin, a lurgo amount of tho ono million 
dollars capital of the company has been sub- 
scribed and paid for, aud tho work of con- 
st ruction haB already begun. Tunnel 
Island at tho north end of the lake divides 
the Winnipeg river into two channels. 
"Tho Keewatin Power Company, limited," 
propose to build dams at tho falls farthest 
from the lake at that point to coutrol there- 
by tho outflow and regulate tho height of 
water at all times. From the dams tho 
water will bo conducted in d ffcrent direc- 
tions along the river and across tho island, 
making available a large area for Bites for 
whatever manufactures muy need motive 
power. Tho minimum vo'ume of water 
issuing from the lake is estimated at 35,000 
to -10,000 horse power. The importance of 
such a power may bj estimated when it is 
understood that a water power of 1,000 
horee is ample for a flour mill grinding ono 
thousand barrels per day, or say 5,000 
bushels of wheat. 

San Francisco Examiner: The first steam- 
er carrying passengers for Victoria, B.C., 
bound for Eastern cities under tho reduced 
rato will be Bent out by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
this morning (November 11.) Consider- 
able interest has been felt iu regard to this 
event by the railway passenger agents of 
San Francisco, as it was thought that a test 
of tho community's desire for lower rates 
would be mado known. There was a rumor 
prevalent yesterday that tho Canadiun 
Pacific had o er "2U0 passengers booked for 
the trip. "That is a mistake," saiel M. M. 
Stern. "I don't believe there were '200 de- 
partures from the entire Stale during the 
past week. We have not made up our 
schedule and do not know bow many passen- 
gers wo will have, but there will bo a good 
list." The passengers on tho Victoria boat 
will be counted by the agents of rival 
transportation companies, and a clear under- 
standing of the number intending to go 
through to Eastern cities will be pretty 
clearly known beforo the gangplank is 
hauled iu,
